promises to revolutiosize the shipment 
and handling of mfik. Recently th» 


(government has bfitn applying- enor- 


mous hydraulic pres«uire to sampled ot 
ml,k inclosed in collapsible tin tubes. 
placed in strong holl*w steel cylinders, 
thw pressure ranging from 100 pound* 
to 100 tons per square inch. 


It was found that at ordinary tent* 


peratures milk subjeitfed to pressure of 
10 to 15 tons for as many days WM 
suaet at the end of the test, while at 
lover pressures the souring was not 
delayed. Pressures Q£ 30 tons applied 
for one hour delayed souring for up- 
ward of 24 hours a* compared with 
chfck samples. Procures of 70 to M 
toijs for several miiuites to one hour 
kept milk sweet fr«.m two to seven 
days. When the temperature of th« 
mi ik was raised to 140 or 170 degree* 
Fahrenheit, low pressures gave better 
results than corresponding pressures at 
ordinary temperatursf. 


Up to the present time it has b««n

Washington, Dec. ll.—The House In- 


vestigating Committee has heard Rep- 
resentative-elect Roberts deny for the 
first time that he had been a polyg- 
amlHt since 1»«0, "in violation of law." 
He admitted * court charge against 
him in 1889. The investigation has tak- 
en such a ti»rn that It may be neces- 
sary to send to Utah for witnesses or 
else compel the commute* to go to that 
State for evidence. In this connection, 
it Is pointed out that the second and 
third wives may be subpoenaed. 


The last session of the committee 


was open, as will be remaining ones. 


Mr. HobertB said that his statement 


was made for the purpose of Joining 1s- 
aues, and he expected a ruling on his 
demurrer and time to present authori- 
ties. This caused a halt In the com- 
mittee work. 


"When the proceedings opened Mr. 


Roberts was asked if he conceded the 
existence of the court record wherein 
lie pleaded guilty in 1890 under the Ed- 
munden-Tucker law. This he conced- 
ed. He was next asked whether about 
18&7 or since 1890 he had married plu- 
ral wives and had lived with them 
Plnce that time as wives. To the whole 
of this charge Roberts pleaded not 
guilty, and then demuned to the juris, 
diction of the committee for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 
| First—On the ground of violation of 
constitutional rights, in that It at- 
tempted to try him for a crime without 
presentment of indictment by Grand 
Jury and without trial before a jury 
and due process of law. 


Second—That It was an attempt to 


depitve him of vested property that 
he held In the emoluments of an of- 
fice lor the full (Pirn 


Third—That the only evidence that 


could be considered in the committee 
WAS a court record establishing the 
guilt, eonfeuBed or pro\en, of the Rep- 
resentatlve-ele< t, and that the commit- 
tee has no right to consider any other 
evidence. 


Fourth—That 
the 
crime 
alleged, 


namely, that of unlawful cohabitation, 
e\en if proven, voulrl not <onstitute a 
sufficient crime to bar a member or 
deprive him of his scat, becaune in- 
nocence of polygamy or unlawful co- 
habitation Is nowhere enumerated in 
the Constitution as a qualification for 
the office of Member of Congietw, nor 
is it named in any United States law 
applicable to Utah or any other State. 


Mr llolierts argued these points for 


nearly two hours. It was a legal con- 
troveisy thtoughnut. Mr. Robert B ask- 
ed that hl« prlma facie right to a seat 
be considered at once.

nouncprt that persons who had par- 
ticipated in framing- the charges were 
present, and he asKed that they be 
heard. 


A. T. Schioeder, one of the Gentile 


delegation from Utah, was about to 
testify when Mr Roberts protested. "I 
object," he said. "I object to this wit- 
ness if he comes here as an attorney. 
I object to him if he comes as a wit- 
ness on the ground that he Is unworthy 
of confidente. I propose to establish 
by the recoids of the Supreme Court of 
Utah that he is utterly unworthy of be- 
lief." 


Mr Tavler said that Mr. Schroeder 


was not present as a witness or as 
counsel, but merely to give the com- 
mittee such information as he could. 
Mr. Roberts did not press his objection 
further, and Mr. Schroeder proceeded. 


Mr. Pchroeder said it could be estab- 


lished that Mr. Roberts had maintain- 
ed, and is maintaining, the status of a 
polygamist; that in 1SS9 he pleaded 
jruiity of unlawful cohabitation, and 
has since that time continued in that 
relation. 


Mr. Tayler said, after an executive 


session, that the committee was con- 
sidering whether It should go to Utah 
or have the witnesses come here. 


It is understood that the opposition 


to Roberts has suggested that the 
wives be summoned as witnesses. The 
first wife would be exempt from testi- 
fying against her husband, aa she has 
a legal status as wife.

MOLINEUX'S ADMISSION. 


It Followed the Finding of Hie Former 


Servant Girl. 


New York, Dec. 11.—The admission of

sti Iking feature of the trial so far. Up- 
on it rest*, the prosecution asseits, the 
whole Question of the "Barnet" and 
"Cornish" letters. The prosecution has 
a number of letters, about a doz- 
en, written to various patent medicine 
concerns all requesting the same kind 
of remedy. Some of them are signed 
"H. Cornish" and some "H. C. Barnet." 
All are written on paper of a robin's 
egK blue tint, bearing a crest of three 
Interlaced crescents. 
A letter of the 


same nature, and written on exactly 
the name sort of paper, and signed 
"Roland Mollneux," was discovered in 
the files of a patent medicine firm at 
Moodus, Conn. Up to Saturday the 
defence has steadily denied that this 
letter was written by Mollneux. Tht 
admission that it \\as his therefore 
made a considerable sensation. 


The handwriting in this letter Is ap- 


parently not like that of the "Barnet" 
and "Cornish" letters, but the prosecu- 
tion's experts say It IB the same hand 
nevertheless.

Major March, 
at last Accounts, was pursuing Agui- 
naldo and his guard into the moun- 
tains.

Young: at Vlgan yesterday says that 
escaped Spanish prisoners repoit four 
houis' engagement on the 3d inst, be- 
tween his troops and Aguinaldo's guard 
near Ceivantes, fifty miles southeast of 
Vigan, with heavy loss to the enemy, 
who is being pursued. Our loss was 
one killed and six wounded Inhabi- 
tants of their own accord Join the sol- 
dieis In repairing the trail and cany- 
ing subsistence. Have pushed column 
to San Jose, south of Bangued. Gen. 
HovvBe's column on rear trail. Batche- 
lor's battalion of the Twenty-fourtn 
Infantry is out of reach, north of Bay- 
ombong, evidently descending the riv- 
er. Natives report fighting occurred 
twenty miles north. Navy reaches 
Aparrl to-morrow. Column of Mac- 
Arthur's troops. Twenty-fifth Infantry, 
repotted near Iba, near west coast of 
Zambales Grant's column is near Su- 
big Bay. Lawton is in Bullucan Prov- 
ince to-day with sufficient troops to 
overcome opposition and scatter the 
enemy.

Advices received at the War Depart- 


ment from Gen. Otis wltM.i the past 
fe\\ days indkate that the Ameiicaii

disintegrating Aguinaldo's army. All 
leporfs agree that the insurgent forces 
now consist only of small bands, which 
are operating in different parts of the 
inlands. War Department officials be- 
lieve that Aguinaldo is wildly endeav- 
oring to discover a loophole or avenue 
ot escape from some one of the ports 
of Luzon. He was last heard of In the 
vicinity of Cervantes, and the report 
received here that a part of General 
Young's command had had an engage- 
ment with Aguinaldo's guard shows 
how closely pressed, tho l-'ilipmo leader 
is. 


In order to cut off the retreat of the 


Tagalo leader Major Bachelor's bat- 
t.ilion of the T\ventv-fourth Infantry 
has been sent up the River Magel from 
Bayombong and is now, according to 
the latest despatches from Gen. Otis, 
descending the river. This battalion 
whose record was second to none at El 
Caney. where the Twenty-fourth lost 
more heavily than any regiment in the 
Spanish-American War, is in position 
to intercept Aguinaldo, as he must 
cross the Magel River to reach Baler. 
Major Batchelor is out of telegiaphic 
communication with Gen. Otis and the 
general officer* in the field, and this is 
the cause of same anxiety heie, as he 
mav not know of Aguinaldo's move- 
ment toward, the east coast. To reach 
Baler Aguinaldo must cross a moun- 
tainous country, where his dangers will 
be increased by the presence of tribes 
unfriendlv to the Tagalos. 


Baler is the place where Lieut. Gil- 


more and a boat's crew from the York- 
town were captured by the natives last 
April. It is so situated that it cannot 
be approached within convenient firing 
distance by vessels of war. The Fili- 
pinos hold the place, and it is the be- 
lief here that Aguinaldo will make his 
last stand there unless he succeeds in 
escaping from the island m some ves- 
sel. The navy will attend to this last 
contingency, however.

CUBAN EXECUTIONS. "' 


Spanish Method of Inflicting the Death 


Penalty. 


The most interesting object at the 


Carcel is the garrote, the Spanish in- 
strument for inflicting the death penal- 
ty. It is kept in a separate room in 
a special box, in wiich it is packed 
away as a piece of machinery. A 
seventeen-year convict who has killed 
fourteen different men with this in- 
strument set the machinery together 
and explained the manner of perform- 
ing an execution. The garrote con- 
sists of a heavy wooden post standing 
up back of a chair, both of which are 
firmly fastened in a heavy platform. 
In the front and at the top of the post 
is a strong steel bar about twelve 
inches long and shaped exactly like an 
Indian's bow, exec pt that in the cen- 
ter of this steel bow is a small knob 
about a quarter of an inch high and 
half an inch m diameter. This knob 
is made to fit intw the hollow m the 
back of the head at the base of the 
brain. Two iron bars connected with 
a contrivance running through the 
strong upright po^t run out past the 
ends of this bow, and at the end of 
one of the bars is a kind of throat- 
latch, resembling a slightly bent 
bridle-bit. The criminal to be exe- 
cuted is seated oil the chair and his 
head placed between the iron bars 
back against the uteel bow, with the 
knob fitting into tne hollow of his 
neck. The bit-shaped bar is biought 
across the throat and fastened to the 
end of the oppose bar with a key, 
which prevents a?y possibility of its 
slipping loose. Ihe man's head is 
thus virtually placed in a steel collar. 
His hands are tu d in front of him, 
and iron anklets at the end of chains 
are slipped upon him, so that he is 
firmly bound to th-3 chair. Nothing is 
put over his eyes, and he is left to 
see and hear all that goes on around 
him. 
The contiiv.mce at the back of 


the post connecting with the iron bars 
passing each bide of the neck and 
drawing the bit-shaped instrument up 
against the throat, looks like a great 
auger, except thai the handles are 
slightly bent backward to give the 
operator gi eater leverage The threads 
on his auger-like contrivance are of 
brass and strong and run through the 
spiral grooves of n heavy, brass-lined 
collar at the back of the post, so that 
when the handles are turned it draws 
the throat-latch tight up against the 
steel bow, if nothing is placed be- 
tween them, in tie same way that 
turning the lever of a letter 
press 


brings the upper and lower parts to- 
gether. This part of the mechanism 
is kept highly oile^ and its pails work 
with perfect freedom. One-half revo- 
lution of the handles does the deadly 
work 
A tin can was placed in the 


collar and the levar given one quick 
turn to illustrate the working of the 
garrote. The can was smashed in an 
instant. In the same manner a man's 
neck is instantly broken, one or more 
of the vertebrae being forced out of 
position and the spinal cord thus 
crushed or severed. 
The platform on 


which the garrote is placed has seven 
steps, and the black coat of the exe- 
cutioner has seven white stripes rep- 
resenting them. 


When an execution is to take place 


the garrote is sometimes erected in 
the plaza at the side of the prison and 
sometimes at Santa Clara Battery. A 
priest is in attendance and gives the 
signal to the executioner. 
As soon as 


the man Is killed a black mantle is 
thrown over him to shut off the gaze 
of the public. 


There is nothing particularly cruel 


to the look of this convict executioner. 
\v~nen asked how the men seated in 
the chair with the steel collar about 
their necks acted and whether he felt 
sorry for them or not, he said they 
often trembled till they shook the gar- 
rote and that sometimes he was sorry 
and sometimes he wasn't.—Times ot 
Cuba.

A Physician Who Claims to 


Give Artificial Sight. 


RAYSFOCUSSEDON BRAIN 


He Is Also Planning to make the Deaf 


Hear by Electricity. 


Dr. itlens It • Russian Scientist end 


Ht HM Don* tome Wonderful 
Thing* Yrt His Experiments Art 


• Net Completed. 


Mention has been made in the cables 


from London of an invention by which 
Dr. Peter StieiiB. a Russian scientist, 
claims to be able to make the blind 
iee. According to several of the Eng- 
llMh paper* to hand. Dr. Stiens has ap- 
plied his invention to- a number of 
blind persons, who have thereby been 
able to see light and the shape of ob- 
jects around them. 


"Understand me clearly," said the 


inventor to a correspondent of tho 
Daily News, of London, 
"I do not 


claim and I do not attempt to 'restore1 
sight, as restoration in understood. I 
givo artificial sight, and it makes no 
difference whether the 
person was 


born without eyes, whether the eyes 
have wholly or partially been de- 
stroyed since berth, or how the sight 
has gone. 
My experiments are not 


completed. I have yet much to do, but 
the results are all that I have antici- 
pated »o far. Greater things will come, 
but the night IB already given." 


Mr. Stlene' principle is that he sup- 


plies a substitute for the lens of the 
eye by the aid of electricity immediate- 
ly his apparatus is brought into con- 
tact with the body of the individual. 


"My appartus will." he said, "as in 


the camera, focus the rays of light 
from the object to the brain, and sight 
is given, the objects being clearly seen, 
not inverted, but in their proper form. 
My apparatus constitutes a substitute 
for the lens." 


Mr. Stiens asked the reporter wheth- 


er ho would like to test his apparatus. 
Naturally the answer was "Yes," and 
this is what followed:—The reporter 
was taken by the inventor Into a small 
room, and then blindfolded effectually. 


"I could," he writes, "see absolutely 


nothing. Matches and candles were 
lighted before me, but I could not see 
them. Then I was connected with his 
apparatus. I felt a Blight sensation of 
electrical current passing through my 
body. 
Then quickly 
the 
darkness 


passed away, A dull gray took its 
place and was succeeded by a light, 
clear and bright. I saw fingers held up 
before me, and n disc- that looked like 
a coin. And when I was disconnected 
from the apparatus 1 found I was 
standing just where I was when my 
eyes were bandaged. Mr. Stiens had 
been by my side all the time, and there 
was no one else present. Mr. Stlena ap- 
peared to be us delighted us 1 was sur- 
prised at the re»ult. 


"Let it be borne in mind thaf my 


eyesight Is perfect. At any rate, I be- 
lieve so. But my eyes had beer, com- 
pletely blindfolded, and a!l wab ab«o- 
lute blackness till the connection with 
the apparatus took place. 


"The inventor would not permit mo 


to examine the apparatus, patents for 
which have not yet been applied for. 
Neither would Mr. Stiens explain the 
precise character of his Invention or 
the means employed to achieve such 
results. 
" 'Here is my invention,' said Mr. 


Stiens. 
'It does not matter what I 


have done in the past, and I need not 
now describe the electrical inventions 
of mine which are now being used 
largely, especially In Germany, Rus- 
sia and other Continental countries. I 
pay I can do what I assert. The thing 
is, can I do it or not? 
I make my 


claim, and it is for me to give the 
proof. You can judge from what you 
have seen to-day something of the na- 
ture of my assertions.' " 


In reply to questions, Mr. Stiens said 


the complete apparatus would be 
made in such form as to make it easy 
for a person to carry it about so a* 
to place this artificially given sight 
at the Individual's, disposition for the 
ordinary practical 
purposes of l.fe. 


Spectacles, hdadded, would be qulto 
unnecessary. ''So long*, as the 
part—the brfttri—Is ^th.ere, 
tus," he smilingly added, "will Sfr the 
rest. The raya~of light" strike my ap- 
paratus Instead of the eyes and pass 
thence to the brain, the real camera. 
And the apparatus will be effective 
carried anywhere, so long as it is con- 
nected with the body, the nearer the 
brain* the better." 


With a Central News reporter Mr. 


Stiens performed this novel experi- 
ment:— 
"Stand before this wooden partition," 


said Mr. Stiens. {The reporter did so, 
staring at a .blank expanse of wood, his 
eyes about six inches from it. 
Mr. 


Stiens blindfolded him and applied the 
electrical apparatus. 
The reporter 


could see the white light In front of 
him as before. 


"There," observed Mr. Stiens, when 


he had unbandaged the reporter's eyes, 
"Yon didn't see that light through the 
wood with your eyes—you saw it di- 
rectly with your brain." 


Mr. Stiens tt also engaged on an 


electrical apparatus by means of which 
he declares that deaf persons will be 
made- to hear perfectly. 
He explains 


his plan In this ways— 


"You know that if the drum, or tym- 


panic membrane, is at fault, and the 
•mall bones—vis., the incus, malleui 
and stapes—are present, people are en- 
abled to hear by means of plugs put 
Into the ears; in (act, 
the plug is 


called a false drum. Now with my ap- 
paratus (when the membrane and the 
bones are at fault) hearing will be giv- 
en by the application of the appara- 
tus to the surface of. the body. The 
body Is a rood conductor of the elec- 
tric current, and wfcen the apparatus 
Is In use at one end the person wish- 
ing to speak to the deal speaks Into 
the apparatus, the vibrations are car- 
ried through to the penoa being spok- 
en to, and thence by nerves,to the 
resonating chamber, and so alone the 
eusta»hian tube to the auditory nerve, 
which conveys the sound to tho centre 
•ThearliMr In the brain."

fault, what then? Mr. miens said, an-
